TURNER ENVISIONS “VIRTUAL” 


LIBRARIES FOR HIGHER EDUCATION 


This year’s Alice G. 

- Smith Lecturer was Dr. 
| Philip Turner, Dean of the 

‘School of Library and In- 

formation Sciences at the 
University of North 
Texas. Dr. Turner has 
had a broad range of professional experiences 
in the library/information field. He began his 
professional career as a library/media specialist 
in the Green Bay, Wisconsin public school sys- 
_ tem. Since receiving his doctorate from Texas 
A & M, Dr. Turner has been actively involved 
with the preparation and training of librarians 
and educational media specialists. In recent 
years, Dr. Turner’s research interests have re- 
flected a concern with the teaching of informa- 


tion skills, the computer/user interface, and the ~ 


impact of evolving telecommunication tech- 
nologies on higher education. 


In keeping with his concurrent role at North 
Texas as Associate Vice President for Aca- 
demic Affairs for Distance Education, Dr. 
Turner has investigated in depth the topic of his 
presentation, “Higher Education in the Age of 
Connectivity.” The university library is no 
longer the focal point of institutions of higher 
education. Geographical proximity of faculty, 
students and library resources cannot be sub- 
sumed. It is, therefore, necessary to envision a 
new paradigm of service to provide access to 
both print and on-print resources required by 
all levels of research. Development of this new 
service delivery model will be more successful 
when all participants have realistic expectations 
of what information can be shared electroni- 
cally, in what degree of completeness, and in 

_ what formats. 


An infrastructure for connectivity is already in 
~ place. Whether or not site independent instruc- 
tion and information resources become an en- 
hancement to existing modalitic . or a replace- 
ment remains to be seen. The role of library 
and information science education is to prepare 
practitioners who will be at ease with both old 
and new paradigms. For the foreseeable future, 
these will co-exist side by side.

Undergraduate Program 


- Thanks to faculty Drew Smith, Dave 
Whisenant, and Janet Frederick who went be- 
fore the Undergraduate Council on April 6, 

- 1998 and lived to tell the tale. SLIS now has 
two new undergraduate courses: an upper divi- 
sion Selected Topics course and a course in web 
design and management. 


Undergraduate enrollments are on the rise. Stu- 
dents now fill four sections per semester of the 
updated LIS 2001 class, retitled Library and In- 
formation Skills. This is the first in series of 
courses designed to provide sequenced instruc- 
tion in information literacy.

The undergraduate Introduction to the Internet 
continues to fill an incredible number of sec- 
tions every semester. Even the Friday afternoon 
classes have filled to capacity! After spending a 
semester surfing the Internet and developing the 
ability to critically evaluate web sites, students 
are eager to create their own web sites. SLIS 
has offered undergraduate courses on web de- 
sign on a trial basis but now has an approved 
course on this topic. A logical sequence to In- 

- troduction to the Internet, Web Design and 
Management develops HTML skills and pro- 
vides general guidelines for the visual presenta- 
tion of information in a hypertext environment. 


Graduate Program 


The addition of new faculty will enable SLIS to 
once again offer the full panoply of approved 
courses, with the possibility of creating new 
courses to match the expertise of faculty as well 
as to remain on the cutting edge of technology 
and evolving modes of service delivery. SLIS 
welcomes Elaine Yontz, now at University of 
Florida Library, as a new full time faculty mem- 
ber. Her areas of expertise include all phases of 
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cataloging as well as a background in music his- 
tory and music education. She has been highly 
praised by student evaluations which proclaimed 
cataloging (old LIS 6735) to be “enjoyable, my 
favorite class, one of the best.” Surely this is a 
first! Linda Fidler, currently at University of 
Oklahoma, will join SUIS as visiting Assistant 
Professor for the 1998-99 academic year. She 
will teach courses in reference, including online 
reference sources. 

The complete refurbishing of the SLIS laborato- 
ries has greatly enhanced the instruction of lab- 
based courses. Creative use of the School’s 
older monitors (No, they did not become aquari- 
ums!) has transformed one of the laboratories 
into an excellent computer classroom where the 
extra monitors positioned between student ter- 
minals display what is on the instructor’s termi- 
nal. Students no longer struggle to write in the 
dark while attempting to read a fuzzy projection 
at the front of the classroom. The School thanks 
Dave Whisenant and Dr. James Carey for their 
work on this project. 


SLIS graduate faculty continue to develop web- 
based and web-enhanced courses. Of interest to 
several of the faculty — Dr. James Carey, Dr. 
Vicki Gregory, and Dr. Derrie Perez — is the 
evaluation of distance education from two per- 
spectives: user satisfaction and availability of 
resources. During the spring semester, exten- 
sive questionnaires were sent to all SLIS dis- 
tance education students. As these question- 
naires are processed and evaluated, the findings 
will be shared with the academic and library 
communities involved in distance education. 
USF has been in a prime position to evaluate the 
question of availability of resources for distance 
learners as the statewide Florida Distance 
Learning Reference & Referral Center is now 
housed at USF Library under the coordination of 
Stephanie Race, a graduate of SLIS.
